Additionally  the  Senate  has  power  to  deal 
with  matters  that  arise  in  connection  with 
the  award  of  fellowships,  scholarships, 
medals,  prizes,  and  other  awards;  to  confer 
degrees  that  may  appropriately  be  conferred 
by  a  University;  and  to  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  management  and  conduct  of  the 
library.

The  SPAD  Intercollege  Hockey  Tournament,  co-sponsored  by  the  Sports 
Administration  Program  and  Labatt's  Breweries,  began  in  1969  with  an 
original  entry  of  six  teams.

THORNELOE  PLAYERS  THE  DIRECTOR'S  VIEW 


Though  I  have  spent  most  of  my  working  life  as  a  profes- 
sional actor  and  director,  I  have  come  during  the  last 
decade  to  gain  more  and  more  satisfaction  from 
teaching  and  passing  on  my  know/ledge  of  theatre.  I 
have  long  known  and  loved  the  sense  of  gratification 
that  can  be  achieved  in  creating  a  theatrical  production. 
It  Is  a  gratification  that  touches  all  my  senses,  all  my 
thoughts,  and  leaves  me  wanting  more  and  greater 
challenges.  I've  long  believed  that  apart  from  sheer 
pleasure  in  achievement,  the  theatre  provides  its  par- 
ticipants an  unmatched  opportunity  to  explore  the  boun- 
daries of  their  own  characters  and  the  characters  of  the 
communities  within  which  they  live.  It  is  my  awareness 
of  this  opportunity  to  enjoy  and  learn  to  grow  that  I  wish 
to  share  with  others. 

As  a  professional  and  as  a  teacher,  I  am  often  asked  to 
describe  the  traits  that  I  believe  Individuals  must 
possess  In  order  to  become  successful  participants  In 
the  theatre.  Most  simply,  i  think  they  must  be  sensitive 
to  the  experience  of  being  human.  They  must  know,  or  at 
least  wish  to  know,  what  makes  people  sad,  angry, 
amazed,  happy.  And  they  must  have  a  desire  to  recreate 
these  emotions  with  care  and  respect.  Like  many  direc- 
tors, I  see  actors  as  empty  vessels,  as  persons  who 
never  permit  their  own  personalities  to  Interfere  with 
becoming  another  on  stage.  Actors  wish  only  to  be  filled 
by  the  playwright's  intentions  In  such  a  way  that  the  au- 
dience sees  only  characters,  not  personalities. 

To  me,  one  of  the  greatest  advantages  of  working  with 
students  In  a  University  setting  Is  that  we  are  given 
relatively  free  rein  to  produce  plays  that  might  not  be 
produced  In  a  commercial  setting.  All  good  plays  are  Im- 
portant plays,  but  often  the  more  Important  plays  are 
not  winners  at  the  box  office.  I  think  the  theatre  has  a 
moral  obligation  to  enrich  Its  public,  not  Just  to  entertain 
or  divert  It.  The  theatre  has  the  peculiar  ability  to 
challenge  and  comfort  its  audiences  in  a  pleasant  sort 
of  way.
